| A NEW PLANET. 


Dear Dr. Faaxesrock, — The imperfection 
of human language while in embryo, makes it 
exceedingly difficult to give descriptions of

I will, how- 
ever, present you with a brief outline of the 
last planet in your system, which is at present 
(in human language) nameless. The orbit of 
this planet is at as great a distance from Her- 
schell as that of Herschell is from the sun, (we 
can only give size and distance comparatively,) 
and its size probably six times that of Jupiter.
